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quite often am asked by new members or those fairly new to collecting 
b business cards how does a person obtain them. Well first let me tell you 
shade anywhere. If a store has you there looking at their merchandise 

or there to buy their product they most likely spent quite a few dollars 
either advertising in your local newspaper or radio or T,V. or has a 

store display that caught your interest. Now that you are there, they 
will usually give you their business card or have it available so you 
remember them the next time you need their product or service. If a sale- 
sperson hands you their card, ask for a few for friends, usually they'll 
be only too happy because they spend money to print business cards to 
advertise their product, service or themself. I will be set up at a show 
in two weeks and one thousand business cards given out may only bring 

20 customers but those 20 may bring 20 more and thats the way a good 
businessperson thinks. Now to get back to my weekend. I live in Holly- 
wood, Fl (Don't go out and buy a Fla map and start searching) Its a sm: 
city between Ft Lauderdale and Miami in So Fla and Hollywood nas a daily 
newspaper 6 times a week. Most cities,in their Friday's edition they 

have a special entertainment section of things to do for the weekend, so 

I bought Fridays Miami Herald, Hollywood Sun Tattler, and Ft Lauderdale 
News at a total cost of 65¢. That was extreme, you can usually buy one 
paper from the largest city close to you if you live in a suburban city 
and check the weekend entertainment section. Advertised in this Fridays 
Paper was The Miami Home Show (thought in my mind - 700 dealers all pushes 
ing their products- can usually pickup about 600 or more business cards 
plus duplicates for trading- look again cost? Adults $3.50, children under 
12 - $1.00) $3.50 is around the admission price of a movie which takes 

1% hours. For $7.00 you and your husband, wife or girlfriend or boyfriend 
can spend 3-4 hours looking at home products and pickup cards too. Have 

a couple of kids, take them along at a $1.00 its cheaper than a baby- 
sitter. Most of the displays have boxes of cards out for you to help 
yourself - don't take the whole box they may get annoyed but 5 - 10 of 
each sould give you a few trades. Teach the kids to help too. Look 
around someone usually has bags advertising their products and they're 
giving them out to store your goodies. I also checked the rest of the 
Friday paper- Antique Show also- not as many cards out there but if 

you want to look at antiques or even buy some you might try it too. Ad- 
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mission $3.00 or $2.00 if you bring the ad from the newspaper. If you 
to the Antique Show you saved more than the cost of the newspaper. 
Usually they will let 2 use the same newspaper coupon for the discount. 
Another excellent place to get cards is at Art Festivals and they're 
usually at local shopping malls , quite a few in the Southeast U.S.A. 
during the winter and all over during the spring & fall and a few shows 
in resort areas during the summer. Again, check your local newspaper 
or if you go to a show ask when the next one will be. At the collect-— 
ors shows that I run I post a list of future shows in the area for 
collectibles both the ones I run and also shows put on by others. If 
you live on or near the coast, east or west there are usually 1-3 boat 
shows per year where mfgs show offtheir new lines and they have cards 
as well as local dealers that carry their line and there are usually 
booth with related items such as boat. insurance and bank displays for 
financing purchases, as well as Coast Guard Displays. They all have } 
cards or almost all have cards. Also when the new year cars come out 
there are Auto Shows in most large cities. You may write to the Chambei 
of Commerce if you are taking a vacation and find out what events are 
coming up in the cities you will pass through even if you are going to 
visit relatives, you might want to take a little detour and stop at one 
of these shows. I went to Atlanta Ga last year to buy beer cans and 
stopped at a shopping center that was having an arts & crafts show and 
picked up a few hundred cards. At an art show you can usually take 
about 5 cards unless they have a box full open then you can usually 
take a few more . At these shows if the show is crowded you can usually 
get more cards because the show people are happy and being kept busy. 
If a show is very slow the people at the booths are usually bored and 
may complain if you take more than one of their cards. Before I close 
I will again..repeat, if you want to know about local shows check Fridays 
newspaper, radio or write to the Chamber of Commerce or Tourist Bureau 
requesting a list of coming events. If you're writing to a large city 
ask if they know about events in surrounding towns or cities. Speakin, 
of a city such as Miami Fl there are about 40 towns and cities ina 

30 mile radius of Miami each having their own special events as well as 
many shopping malls that have weekly events. A general business card

Dear Bill: 


Guess I have been somewhat lax in corresponding with the club, 
but, being a Police Officer does not leave much time for writing 
except making out reports and being in court. What time is left 
over generally is reserved for family doings. Now that I find a 
few minutes open, I will take the time and write. 


I have been a Police Officer with the St Francis Police Depart- 
ment (a suburb of the City of Milwaukee, Wisc) for fifteen and one 
half years. In addition to all of the regular duties that go with 
being a Police Officer, I am also the department photographer and 
the Narcotic Training Officer. 


I started collecting Business Cards around June 1979 after I 
found that I had a large pile of them laying around the house. I 
decided that it would make sense to file them and keep some sort of 
order of all of them. Orginally, most of them were police related - 
other officers, attorneys, equipment supply, etc. Since then I 
have "branched out" and save all types, although my main interest 
is still police related cards - for obvious reasons. My collection 
presently consists of approximately 3,400 cards which I have indexed 
A thru Z and filed in plastic sleeve type of pages purchased thru 
20th Century Plastics in California. This is a little more expen- 
sive than other ways, but it is a lot neater. Most of my cards come 
from other police officers, home shows, trade shows, friends and 
a few business men in the city who save them for me. Most people 
think it is somewhat of a weird hobby. 


I also trade with a few other members periodically and have re- 
ceived some exceptional cards this way. 


I would like to see every member of BCCI send each member a min- 
imum of 10 cards. This would greatly add to each members collection 
and everyone would get to know each other a little better - at least 
thru the mails. If everyone would do this, each member would have to 
send out only 10 cards, but he would get about 800 in return - think 
what that would for collections!! 
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I am sending, my separate package, about 140 cards from my 
doubles for your collection (after all - the President should reap 
some benefit from its members!). Hope you can use them, if any of 
them strike your fancy maybe you could include them in the next news- 
letter. I have one card that I guard with my life from the Governor 
of Wisconsin - I will try and get a good copy of it for the news- 


letter. 


I also have some extremely old business cards (some 20 years or 
more in age) that a local business man ‘donated' to my collection. 
These are very valuable to me. 


I have my own card (enclosed) that I use at work, and would like 
to get another of my own indicating that I am a collector of cards - 
but that will have to wait. 


If any member has an "in" with their local police department, I 
would really appreciate it if they could wangle a few cards out of 
them - I also collect police shoulder patches which maybe members 
could keep in mind also; most police departments are pretty good about 
giving one patch out at no cost to a fellow collector. 


Guess that is about it for now, keep up the fine job you and the 
staff are doing and if there is anything that can be done at this 
end of the country to help out, let me know.

Received the B.B.C.I. Newsletter yesterday and thoroughly enjoyed it. Your 
sheet on places to collect business cards is the main reason for my writing. 
Your information is exactly the thing I, have been doing for the past couple 
of years. 


A woman in my office had a daughter that was interested in cards and she asked 

me to be on the lookout for some for her as I went to a lot of different places 

and in the process of collecting them for her I became so interested in them that 

I switched over and started collecting them for myself. In the beginning I would 
only get one of a kind because I didn't know any other collectors to trade with 

and never dreamt there was a collectors club so I missed getting a lot of interesting 
ones to use for trading. I also have been going to all of the shows within a radius 
of 35 or 40 miles and find that is the best place to get interesting cards and a 

lot at a time. I think that the best group I got was from a vacation and travel 
show that was held at the Anaheim convention center a few months ago. The antique 
shows around here have some pretty good cards but after the first show I have 

found that it is pretty much the same dealers that go to every show so the cards 

are about the same. Another place that had some terrific cards about a year ago 

was an antique pinball, slotmachine, jukebox etc. show. I am afraid that my 

family doesn't think much of my hobby - in fact they think it is pretty useless 

but I thoroughly enjoy it. I have also found that when a new shopping center opens 
up most of the stores have cards but after they have been open for a year or two 
they don't seem to replace the cards. Guess they figure everyone knows where 

they are at after awhile. 


When I first became interested in collecting the cards from various cities 
fascinated me so I decided that I would try and get a card from each incorporated 
city in the state of California, of which there are approximately 450. To date 

I have received cards from all but 30 of the cities and have a really nice 
colelction. I also tried to get a card from the capital of each state but so 

far haven't gotten to far with that as I have only received about a dozen of those. 


I have started sorting out my cards by category and putting them in albums so that 
I can see what I have. I am not putting the cards in that do not have a design 
on them as there are just too many of those and they aren't really interesting. 
Some collectors that I trade with say they just keep them filed by state, category 
or whatever but it seems to me that you would never know what you have and half 
the fun of them is looking at the different designs. Am interested to know how 
other collectors handle them. 


Just a brief resume - I am married (although separated) and have three grown 
children, all living away from home. My son just recently married and my oldest 
daughter is married and has a 2 1/2 year old son. My husband is retired from 
the Air Force so while in service we did get to do some traveling but not as 
much as I would have liked - I love to travel better than anything I can think 
of I guess. I work for the city of Ontario, Ca and am in the City Clerk's office 
and have been working here for the past 9 years. The work isn't particularly 
exciting but the benefits are good and have a nice group to work with. 


Have you ever gone to a show and seen a glass bowl or dish with a note on it for 
people to deposit business cards? I have several times and am trying to figure 
out how I could go about doing that. I figure you should be able to get quite 
a few interesting cards from visitors that way. Intend working on it anyhow. 


As you have probably guessed - I am a nut on collecting cards and I go to stores 
and printers etc asking for the cards that they get from customers and no longer 
want. Have gotten a lot of good ones that way and also have my friends and 
relatives gathering cards for me. 


Well enough of that - just thought I would drop a line as you said in the newsletter 
that you don't hear from a lot of the members. Do not have a business card of mine 
but will probably get some made one of these days. I wrote to several of the 
members to exchange cards and have started trading with about six of them. Some 

I never heard from.
